THE PITT DIAMOND. 


2 U V a r i e d C a r e e r A f te r It 
B e c a m e 
t h e P r o p e r t y o f F r a n c e . 
The P itt diam ond w as first emp loyed, 
afte r It became one of the crown Jew­ 
els of France, In the ornam entation of 
the crown th at w as m ade for the cor­ 
onation of King Louis XV. in 1722. In 
1791 It was entered In an Inventory of 
crown Jewels that w as comp iled by 
order of the national assem bly during 
the revolution, and It was dep osited at 
Ihe G arde Meuble after the assem bly 
bad determ ined to sell It If a buyer 
at a suitable p rice could be found, 
but no offer was m a d , and so It hap ­ 
p ened th at In Sep tem ber it w as stolen 
with other Jewels by a band of men 
who broke Into the G arde Meuble. 
It 
w as secreted by the thieves In a hole 
In the tim ber work of a garret In a 
low lodging, and there It rem ained 
some time. 
It w as at length discov­ 
ered by the rep ublican authorities aud 
dep osited in the national treasury. 
It was not again disturbed until 1804. 
when It w as set In the p ommel of the 
sw ord which Nap oleon wore when he 
crow ned him self 
em p eror 
at 
Notre 
Dame, In Paris. 
The Em p ress M arie 
Louise carried It off w ith other crown 
Jewels to Blois after the Em p eror Na­ 
p oleon was banished to Elba, but her 
father, the Em p eror F rancis of Aus­ 
tria, obtained It from her aud sent it 
to Louis X V III. 
T hat king on Nap o­ 
leon’s return from Elba tied w ith it 
to Ghent, but after W aterloo returned 
-with it to Paris. 
In 1830 the diam ond 
w as used by K ing Charles X. at his 
coronation, but since then It has not 
been emp loyed at any cerem onial, and 
it rem ains in safe custody at the 
Louvre.—“Memories of M adras.”
